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The Evolution Of An Empire 

The forthcoming Imperial Conference in London (o be attended by 
members of the British Government and the Premiers .of all the self-govern¬ 
ing Dominions of the Empire is attracting more widespread interest than 
any of the proceeding Conferences of a <Jike character, with the possible 
exception of the one held during the war. Some writers' and public men 
seem to think that notable-changes^Jn the relationships now»e.\istiug between 
Great Britain and the Dominions will result but there is little ground on 
which to b'ase such belief. A 

Since the secession, of the American colonies and the American Revolu¬ 
tionary War or 150 years ago, the changing relationship between Great 
Britain and her overseas possessions has been one of evolution, not revolution. 
Great changes have taken place, it is true,.but the process has been so gradual 
and all effected so peacefully, that they were hardly noticed at the lime. 
Perhaps the most significant change of all took place when the overseas British 
Dominions became members of the League of Nations on terms of equality 
with the Motherland and other nations. 

But this gradual development of a more autonomous and independent 
status has in no sense resulted in any weakening of the Imperial tie nor in the 
solidarity of the Empire. The effect has rather been to add strength to the 
individual units and to the union. embracing them all. The term "Empire’' 
as applied to the British Empire is, in fact, a misnomer. Rather the phrase 
favored and so frequently used by IBs Majesty, King George V., more correctly 
describes what is commonly referred to as the British Empire, namely, the 
Bri ish Commonwealth of Free Nations. , 

fThere is nothing at all in common between the British Empire and old 
Roman, French, Russian, German and Austro-Hungarian Empires. The fact 
that these old empires have passed away while the British Commonwealth of 
Free Nations continues united and stronger than ever only serves to 
emphasize the difference. 

Evolutionary, not revolutionary, tendencies are still at work throughout 
the British connexion, and it is to be expected that the approaching Imperial 
Conference will assist to clarify the atmosphere in regard to some matters. 
India is steadily moving forward along the' path to increasing self-govern- 
, and Great Britain is not only willing but anxious to enlarge the powers

The breaking of Koranic tradition 
against statues of men and women 
preceded the going into effect of Tur¬ 
key's new civic code adopted by the 
National Assembly six months ago. 
With this code all Koranic laws passed 
into oblivion.

He tells of leading and sup¬ 
posedly well-informed British finan¬ 
ciers who do not even know styne of I 
our greatest mines as names. 

Our mineral re.venues are growing 
each year but are still a small part 
of our total annual production. Dairy¬ 
ing alone produces much more than all 
our mines. To bring the yearly min¬ 
eral production to two, three or four 
times the present figures will require 
the investment of millions, yes, a 
lion dollars is needed. This money 
we have not at home for Investment; 
we must get it from abroad. If Britain 
and Europe have the money to invest, 
rant to offer them the opportunity. 
But it must be offered. We must take 
it to them. , 

Money may well be invested by the 
provinces in making our mineral 
source^ known.—Financial Post.

unemployment problem and, there¬ 
fore, should not add to our present 
difficulties. Such objections are based 
on a complete misapprehension. They 
would undoubtedly be valid in fully 
developed, overpopulated countries, 
but that line of reasoning cannot con¬ 
sistently be applied to a new county 
like Canada. One family placed on a 
farm will create employment for from 
one to two additional families In our 
towns through Its own consumption of 
commodities, machinery and the like 
and through producing the raw mater¬ 
ial of urban industry, 

The recent European war and its 
aftermath brought home to, the world 
a multitude of strange economic facts, 
many of them as old as the hills, but 
up to that time wholly ^unrecognized. 
One of the outstanding lessons taught 
mankind was that there Is absolutely 
no limit to the amount of work to be 
done In this world, or to the amount 
ofbuslness to be developed. The truth 
| Is that over-production is inconceiva¬ 
ble. The purchasing power of every 
country lies In its own power of pro¬ 
duction and the more each country 
I produces, the greater may be its trade 
j with other countries, .and the more 
they all produce together, the greater 
the variety of comforts and'necessities 
availablle for the world’s population. 
Wc have not even approached within 
measurable distance of satisfying rea¬ 
sonable human wdnts leave alone over 
supplying them. 

What Canada, and many other coun¬ 
tries, has suffered from during recent 
years, and what has given rise to gen¬ 
eral unemployment, is not over-pro¬ 
duction, but unbalanced production. 
While Canada’s population has been 
unequally distributed, our aggregate 
i working force lias been, and still is,
